This letter relates to your request received on January 19, 2015, asking the Recourse Division to 
review the decision of the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) that prohibited the importation 
of the one (1) Stun Baton Flashlight into Canada. 


To consider your request, I have reviewed the relevant legislation, your arguments and/or the 
information you provided, and I examined the stun baton flashlight (good in issue). Based on this 
review, I have concluded that it is admissible for importation into Canada. 


The good in issue is a Barbarian 9,000,000 stun baton flashlight. It has the Street Wise Security 
products trademark and is marked “Streetwise Barbarian 9,000,000 SWBAROR.” It include features 
such as a slide On/Off switch, pocket/belt clip, and three (3) contact strobes with LED flashlight on 
the top part and a charging port and handle cord at the end of the baton. It includes a charging 
electrical cord. The total length of this stun baton measures 487-490mm. 


Section 6 of Part 3 of the Regulations Prescribing Certain Firearms and other Weapons, 
Components and Parts of Weapons, Accessories, Cartridge Magazines, Ammunition and Projectiles 
as Prohibited or Restricted (SOR/98-462) read as follows: 


6. Any device that is designed to be capable of injuring, immobilizing or incapacitating 
a person or an animal by discharging an electrical charge produced by means of the 
amplification or accumulation of the electrical current generated by a battery, where the 
device is designed or altered so that the electrical charge may be discharged when the 
device is of a length of less than 480 mm, and any similar device. 
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The Barbarian 9,000,000 stun baton flashlight is more than 480 mm. in length and thus, it does not 
meet the provisions of section 6 of the Regulations (SOR-/98-462). It is admissible for importation 
into Canada and is classified in 9304.00.90.90 as Other arms, Other, in accordance with GIR 1.

It includes a charging 
electrical cord. The total length of this stun baton measures 487-490mm.

The Barbarian 9,000,000 stun baton flashlight is described as a rechargeable self-defense product 
with powerful light beams that have a temporarily blinding effect and immobilized the attacker with 
the stun baton or strike with the baton. It is made of military grade aluminum alloy and measures 
over 19” long. The stun baton incorporates Triple Sun Technology (TST) which allows electrical 
charge to alternate between three separate points on the top of the stun gun (two sides and the

Nowhere in the Regulations Prescribing Certain Firearms and other Weapons, 
Components and Parts of Weapons, Accessories, Cartridge Magazines, Ammunition and Projectiles as Prohibited or 
Restricted or D19-13-2 Importing and Exporting Firearms, Weapons and Devices are there size specifications when 
determining the importation of blow guns. 


From the Regulations Prescribing Certain Firearms and other Weapons, Components and Parts of Weapons, Accessories, 
Cartridge Magazines, Ammunition and Projectiles as Prohibited or Restricted: 


Former Prohibited Weapons Order, No. 6 


+ 12. The device commonly known as “Yaqua Blowgun", being a tube or pipe designed for the purpose of 
shooting arrows or darts by the breath, and any similar device. 


From D19-13-2 importing and Exporting Firearms, Weapons and Devices: 
Blowgun (Yaqua Blowgun) 


39. The device commonly known as "Yaqua Blowgun", being a tube or pipe designed for the purpose of 
shooting arrows or darts by the breath, and any similar device. Blowguns are hollow tubes typically made of 
wood or plastic with an opening at each end. Darts or arrows are placed in one end, and forced out the other 
end using the force of the operator's breath. The darts used may be made of metal, plastic or wood, and can 
occasionally be made with poison tips. 


There are size specifications for other weapons such as cross bows, stun guns or other types of electric-shock devices 
and devices shorter than 30cm with concealed knife blade (innocuous objects). 


There are also Canadian International Trade Tribunal decisions that uphold the prohibited status of blow guns and size is 
not a factor in the decisions.

There is confusion over tasers vs stun guns. As per the Regulations Prescribing Certain Firearms and Other Weapons, 
Components and Parts of Weapons, Accessories, Cartridge Magazines, Ammunition and Projectiles as Prohibited, 
Restricted or Non-Restricted, a taser device is a prohibited firearm: 


PART IPROHIBITED FIREARMS

+ 1. Any firearm capable of discharging a dart or other object carrying an electrical current or substance, 
including the firearm of the design commonly known as the Taser Public Defender and any variant or modified 
version of it.

This email is to inform you of a new product on the market that a few officers have brought to our attention- a 
hiking/walking stick that doubles as a stun-gun. It is not a prohibited weapon ( given its length is over 480mm), and this 
email is simply being sent to enhance awareness of this product. Please forward as you see fit. 


Research started when an officer inquired about admissibility of a Stun Gun/Walking stick (personal security product) 
that discharges a 950,000V charge to keep animals at bay. 


Please check out the following link for product details: 


Paragraph 30, D 19-13-2 relates to stun guns and other type of electric shock devices and it clarifies that such 
devices are prohibited only if they are LESS THAN 480mm in length, therefore making this 56 inches long walking stick 
(over 1400 mm) not prohibited. 


D19-13-2 
Device with incapacitating dleciiie charge shorter than 480 mm 


Para 30. This category includes any device that is designed to be capable of injuring, immobilizing or incapacitating a 
person or an animal by discharging an electrical charge produced by means of the amplification or accumulation of 
the electrical current generated by a battery, where the device is designed or altered so that the electrical charge 
may be discharged when the device is of a length of less than 480 mm, and any similar device. Examples of these are 
stun guns or other types of electric-shock devices.
